T he cable stated th a t the Imperial 
forces w ere com pletely 
routed 
and 
abandoned th eir supply tra in s during 
th e retreat. 
T he m ountain passes at Kwangshui, 
said to be of g re at strategic value, 
now are said to be held by th e revo­ 
lutionists, giving th em control of the 
H ankow -Peking railroad, over which 
the im perial troops are being moved. 
G overnor Sun Po Kee of th e prov­ 
ince of S h an tun g is reported narrow ly 
to have eseaj>ed death and to be in 
hiding 
in 
Chingtao. 
R evolutionists 
burned 
the g ov ern o r’s residence at 
'(sinanfu, according to cables, and the 
m ajority of the im perial troops went 
ev er to the revolutionists. 
T he viceroy of C anton, it was stated, 
had ordered the suppression of all war 
new s in provincial new spapers.
